Ah, Sir, if you will. keep the Unity of the Spirit in 
the Bond of Peace ; Conſider the Force of theſe words, and do 
not in the leaſt Connive at their Wickedneſs ; who either out of a 
Srubborn Humour , or a looſe unſetled Opinion Ruſh into Sin , as the 
Horſe Ruſheth.jato the Batsle,by the-moſt wilful Violation of Xzowz 
o Laws, 
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Laws , and Conftitutions , &c. You ſay in your Pleading for our U- 
nity with the NVon-Conformiſts : {s not he a Chriſtian , that believeth 
according to the ſenſe of the ' Tuſtitution (of Baptiſm) in God the 
Father, Son azd Holy Ghoſt, aud by a folemn Yow and Covenant 
devoteth himſelf to him, as his God and Father, his Redee- 
mer and Saviour, and his San&tifier and Comforter, and the 
Witneſs of Chriſt ; and hereupon that hath Right to Juſtification , 
Adoption , and the heavenly Inheritance? Who is a Chriſtian, if 
this be not? p. 102. doubtleſs ſuch a man a is ſincere Chriſtian ; 
But yet certainly our Szperiors have ſufficient grounds to exclude 
that man from the Holy Communion , _ he makes Profeſſi- 
on of being ſuch a one, as you have here Deſcrib'd ; who Re- 
fuſe at the Receiving of the Conſcecrated Bread and Wine, by KNEE- 
LING to make the moſt Humble Acknowledgment of his Due 
SUBJECTION to our Crucified LORD: I ſay they have ſufficient 
grounds to Exclude him, v7z, upon a Juſt Suſpition of his Zzſiz- 
cerity, whatever his Pretences be. 

I ſhall take the Confidence to Recite unto you the forepart of a 
Diſcourſe I delivered ſome years ſince to a very Knowing Audi- 
tory , in the Vindication of the Orders and Conſtitutions of ,our 
Church. But here perhaps ſome will be ready to ſay, It ſeems 
to us very ſtrange , that a Chriſtian -ſhould be ſo zealous 
for ſuch things as you were ſpeaking of , Things which you 
your felf confeſs to be Extrixſecal to Religion , that they are not 
of the Subſtance or Nature of .it. To this I Anſwer, that No- 


' thing is to be lightly eſteem?d,-that is Enjoyn'd to be Obſery'd, 


By thoſe rhat have th2 Rule over us , 1n matters appertaining to 
Religion. This Zeal for the Obſervance of ſuch Injunftions does 
ariſe in Meek and Humble Souls, from a ſenſe borh of Zecleſs- 
aſtical and Civil Authority, Enjoyning them to be Obſery'd ; and 
this Zeal doth alſo Ariſe from a dueValue, or Eſteem of the 
Things themſelves. The Force of Eccleſiaſtical Authority is plain- 
lv Expreſt in theſe words, in the Epiſtle to Hebrews, C. 7.wv. 17. 
Obey them that have the Rule over you, &c. And the Power that 
Civil Authority has over the Conſcience, that 1s to fay , that Charge 
which God gives to all that Fear his Holy Name, to obey our 
Earthly Governours in all things , not contrary to. the Commands 
of the God of Heaven ; this I ſay is as plainly Expreſt in the 
words of the Apoſtle, as was ever any thing Expreſt in any words 
whatſoever. Rom.13.15. Te muſt needs be ſubject, not only for Yrath, 
but alſo for Conſci-nce ſake. O ! then ſubmit your ſelves as $S.'Peter 
Exhorts , I Per 2. 13. t0 Every Ordinance of Man for the Lords _ 


fake. The extraordinary great Value or Eſteem , which truly Pi- 


ous and Deyout Souls have for theſe Things, Abftrating from 
the Authority , by which they are Enjoyn'd, is ' grounded upon 
a Belief, that there is much more of Coxcer» and Uſefulneſs to the 
Pablick in them, than 'tis eaſy for any man, According to his 
Private Fudgment to Apprehend : And Secundarily , upon Experi- 
exce of this Uſefulneſs for the improving of the Life and Pow- 
er of True Religion , which Zxperzence Tuch Souls attain<unto
